Tal Entituled, An Act for the Explaining of ſome 
gd. El Doubts ariſing upon an Act Entituled, An Act for 
tune better Execution of His Majeſty's Gratious Decla- 
ration, for the Settlement of the Kingdom of Ireland, 
and for the ſatisfaction of the ſeveral Intereſts of Ad- 
venturers, Soldiers, and other His Subjects there; and 
for making ſome Alterations, of, and Additians unto 
the ſaid Act, for the more ſpeedy and effectual Set- 
tlement of the ſaid Kingdom; It was Enacted, 
hat it ſhould be lawful to, and for the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, and other Chief Governor and Governors, and Council of lreland for the 
time being, to Af :ſs and Impoſe upon all and every the Lands, Tenements, 
and Hereditaments, which by vertue of the ſaid Act, ſhould be Reſtored or Con- 
firmed to any former Proprietors of the Popiſh Religion, or granted to any the 
Roman Catholicks of /re!an{, ſuch Summs of Money as they ſhould think fit, for 
the Raiſing and Levying of Thirty thouſand pounds Sterl. in the maſt equal and 
indifferent way that might be, in Lieu and Recompence ot the Money commonly 
called Lapſed Money, which is thereby diſcharged. And it is thereby further 
EnaCed, That in Caſe any perſon lyable to any part of the ſaid Thirty thouſand 
pound, ſhould make default of payment, for the ſpace of One and twenty days, 
after any of the days or times whereon the ſame ought to be paid, then the 


perſoa ſo making default, ſhall be Thargable, and is thereby Charged with dou- 
ble the Summ, which ought to have been paid as aforeſaid. 


And Whereas in purſuance of the laid Act, His Majeſtp by His Royal 
Letters, Dated at Kenſington the. Twelfth dap of January, One thouſand 
Sir hundꝛed Ninety ſeven, did Require and Anthozize Us the Loꝛds Juſtices 
and Council, to give Oꝛder fo: the Raiſing and Levying the Summot Eight 
thouſand pounds, part of the Summ of Twenty ſeaven thauſand pounds 
in the ſaid Ad mentioned, the lame having been Applotted and Aſſeſſed in 
the time of His late Majeſty King Charles the Seconv, on the reſpective 
Zands lyable thercunto (Wwhereck a particular Lift was then made by the 
Auditoz-General, and returned to the then Zo2ds Puſtices) che ſame to ve 
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paid to the Right Honourabie Lionell Earl of Orrery, fo as no part thereof 

ſhould be Levyed on any Lands oz Tenements, that ſhould appear by Pur⸗ 

S 4 --" hh 02 otherwiſe boni fide, to be in the Hands oꝛ Poſleſſion of any 
zoteſtant. 

And whereas We the Loꝛds Juſtices and Council, in Obedience to His 
Majeſty's ſaid Letters, and in Oꝛder to Aſcertain his, the ſaid Earl of 
Orrery's ſhare, in each of the ſaid Dums, did Appoint His Majeſty's ſaid 
Audito:-Gencral to alter the ſaid Liſt foz Twenty leaven thouſand pound 
fozmerly made, and to make a New Liſt in which the Part and Share 
of the ſaid Earl of Orrery, in tach of the ſaid Dums might appear; who 
hath made his Repozt to Us thercupon, and (having Deducted out of each 
of the ſaid Dums contained in the ſaid fo:mer L:\t, a Ninth part, being 
fo: Thie thouſand pound, part of the ſaid Twenty ſeaven thouſand pound, 
by the ſaid At of Explanation G2zanted unto, and Ueffed in Richard 
Stratford Gent. therein mentioned) hath made out a Charge of the remain⸗ 
ing Twenty four thouſand pound, whereof the ſaid Earl of Orrery's 
Share doth appear to be a Third part: And the laid Auditoz hath in the 
ſaid Liſt diſtinguichd what cf the ſaid Lands are in His Pajeſty's hands, 
oz in the hands of any of His Pꝛoteſtan: Subjects by Purchaſe, Deſcent, 
o2 otherwiſe, and what of them do ftill remain in the hands of any Pa- 

02 Papiſts ; which ſaid Liſt, ſo returned to Us by Dis Majeſty's 
uditoz-General, and Entred of Recczd in the ſaid Auditoz's ice, 
re the ſame does now remain as a Charge upon the ſeveral Lands, 
enements, and Hereditaments therein mentioned. 

We the Lo:ds Juſtices and Council have thought fit, by this Our 
P;oclamation, to Direct and Appoint, That the ſaid Third part of each
